The supreme court of the United States 
Justified its reputation as one of the most 
capable judicial bodies in the world, this 
week, by handing down three decisions 
against racial discrimination in the sou:h. 


The court ruled: 

1. That Negroes must be served on the 
game basis as whites in railway dining 
cars. 

2.'That the University of Texas law 
school must admit a Negro student and 
give him the same educational opportuni- 
ties as whites are given. 

8. That the University of Oklahoma 
must no longer compel a Negro student to 
sit apart in its classrooms. 

It should be noted that the court did 
not rule on the constitutional validity of 
the principle of segregation of the races. 

But it did rule that the railroad and 
states concerned must give equal facilities 
for whites and Negroes whether those fa-

And that is exactly what St. John 
means. 

The emotion that is loosely called love 
among men is frequently a self-seeking 
emotion. Two or more people may feel a 
warm affection for each other because of 
similarity of tastes or purposes, because 
of propinquity or because one flatters the 
other. 

More often than not purely human love, 
or what passes for love, is no more than a 
form of self-love, a titillation of the ego. 

But when one person feels for another 
an entirely unselfish devotion, an unscek- 


ing affection, an impulse to give all and 
take nothing—that is true love, divine love 
and it is the gift of God. 

There can be no such love without God 
because God is love. 

And God's love manifests itself always 
in giving.

New Water Mains? 


Edmontgn city counc!l became 
very worried about charges that 
the fire risk in Edmonton war- 
ranted an increase in rates, 

We had an investigation, 

We are buying new = equip- 
ment. 

There has been quite a fuss 
over a new chief of the fire de- 
partment, 

It has Just been announced 
that two more fire halls are to 
be constructed. 

Yet of all the things which 
have been talked about, the sim- 
ple matter of having some water 
available to douse the odd fire 
seems to have received little at- 
tention at all. . 

What good, will be the new 
fire-halls if, when the men reach 


the fire, they cannot squirt 
enough water to keep the place 
damp? 


It is true that we are supposed 
to be getting some new vehicles 
to carry water around to fires, 
and maybe this is the new style 
in fire-fighting, but ome would 
think that it would be much han- 


dier to get that water out of a 
pipe 

For three years the water 
pressure in some Edmonton 


mains has been getting steadily 
worse. In two areas towers are 
being built to improve pressure. 
In some areas the existing pres- 
sure is adequate 

But in a large part of the west 
end of the city there is barely 
enough pressure during the 
afternoons and evenings to bring 
a trickle out of the taps. 


Conditions Bad 
In Some Areas 

In areas where pressure hap- 
pens to be good, it is difficult 
to imagine that there are hun- 
dreds of homes in which is 
impossible to get a drop of water 
out of an upstairs tap if any 
other tap is open, and even with 
every tap. closed tight 
there is still hardly enough pres- 
Sure to raise the water to the 
second-floor 

In these areas gardening is, of 


other 


course, a joke unless watering 
is done after 11 o'clock at night 
and in the early morning. That 
may be sufficient for some, but 
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for many residents that is not 
good enough, 

Workers who must be on the 
job early cannot sit wp until 
midnight to water their flowers, 
and they leave too early in the 
morning to do it then. 

But apart from that aspect, 
there is the further fact that In 
many of these areas, if a fire 
broke out in the late afternoon 
or evening, it could not be com- 
batted adequately, and I imagine 
it will be only after one or two 
homes do burn because of this 
that there will be a public up- 
Toar and then something will be 
done about it. 

At the moment, sections of 
Edmonton that are served with 
the utilities face a serious fire 
hazard during each warm or dry 
spell.

Service Paid For

to have to use such a reason? 
Citizens who pay taxes on the 
basis of having utilities are en- 
titled to hay water supplied to 


them in a manner in which it 
can be used. They are not get-

Play On Increase

Another 400,000 acres of Crown explora- 
tion reservation in northwest Alberta were 
issued this week, continuing the large scale 
land play in that part of the province. 

Half of the new land was acquired by the 
California Standard Company, while Guif and the Hudson's

What Is Wrong With Your 
City Fire Department? 


Since the Northern Hardware Fire in March 1949,ethe i 

: h N personnel of your Fire De f 
have been taking some very adverse publicity. We; the members, feel that the a thas 
now come when we must place our position before the public, 


Following the above fire, Messrs Campbell and Scott made ch i 

: , ; k arges against the Chief 
of the Fire Department, Stating also that they had no fault to find with the fire fighters 
in general, but, following the investigation, we have had repeated attacks made against 
the Department, which means each and every member. 


It will be remembered by most citizens that an investigation was made in 1928, following 
a fire in the same building and with the same complaintant, Mr. Campbell, At the 1928 
investigation, under the late Justice Tweedie, several recommendations were made with 
regards to the training of the fire fighters, but no action was taken by the City Commis- 
sioners and Council to implement these recommendations, with the result that the 
Department had to carry on as before without any standardized training program, 

At the 1949 investigation, it was pointed out very emphatically the deplorable condition 
of the Department with regards to equipment and man power. The situation has, to some 
extent, been improved. Thirty-five men have been added to the strength and we have 
received two-new pumpers, which are far from the requirements necessary to give you 
proper protection. It is also true that two new stations are to be built this year and more 
men and equipment supplied, and some effort is being made by the City to improtre 
your protection. 

Since the investigation, Chief MacGregor has been given leave of absence until his pen- 
sion age, which means that he has been relieved of his duties, and Deputy Chief Ferguson 
is acting Chief at the present time. 

Applications have been called for a new Chief all over the American continent, with 
the result that the Commissioners have received forty-five applications, fifteen from the 
members of the Department and thirty from outside. In the first place they state that 
they want a man of about forty-five years of age so that they will not be appointing a 
new Chief every five years, but history shows that for a Chief to hold his position for 
more than ten years on this Department is unheard of. Just look over your past Chiefs, 
and no matter how good or bad they have been, they have never held their position until 
retirement age. This is not so with other Civic Departments. 

In applying for this position all applicants must pass a written examination which is 

quite alright, but how would you, Mr. and Mrs. Citizen, like to think that either your son 

or daughter had to write an examination on subjects they had never received instruction 
on? It is true that nobody knows what is in the examination papers, but one subject 
alone has been mentioned, that of the building code of the City of Edmonton. We venture 
to say no candidate could pass that swhject, for, when we asked the City Commissioners 
where a copy could be obtained, our Local Executive were informed that there were 
only two copies in existence, one in the office of the City Solicitor being revised, and 
one in the Building Dept., so the chance of any candidate on that subject alone would 
be very slim. - 
‘These examination papers have been prepared and sent by Mr. Burke, ex-Chief of the 
New York Fire Dept. who is a man of authority on Fire Dept. practice, being the found- 
er of the US. Navy Fire Service and a University trained man, receiving a salary of 
about $12,000 a year. What chance do you think the average man would have to pass such 
an examination without previous instruction? It is quite possible that your City Council 
could find a University graduate that can pass this examination but what would he know 
about fire fighting? We venture to say that any Chief who is not a smoke eater will not 
be able to give you the protection you need. You cannot ask any man to do something 
you cannot do yourself. 
We make our appeal to you, Mr. and Mrs. Citizen. Would you, after working in this 
profession for from fifteen to thirty years like it if your boss brought in a man from 
outside to direct operations who possibly knows nothing about the profession and less 
about the City. We make this appeal in all sincerity, knowing that we have men in the 
Department who are capable of filling the position, if they are given the chance 
We were informed that the examination papers had arrived, and, at the meeting of the 
local applicants a unanimous decision was arrived at, that they had no desire to write 
the examinations under the present circumstances for the following reasons 

The age limit has not definitely been set. 

. The City Commissioners promised six weeks for the applicants to prepare themselves 
for the six and one-half hour exam and the City now insists on an immediate exami- 
nation. 

The Commissioners have stated that even if an applicant from the Department is suc- 
cessful there is no guarantee tnat he will be given the position of Fire Chief 
For the past ten years the Fire Fighters Association has continually requested a course 
of instruction by a Drill Instructor and literature dealing with Fire Fighting Prac- 
tises, and have repeatedly been turned down by the City. 
In cities where fire department examinations for promotion are held, the men attend 
schools for years before being asked to write. 
A Drill Instructor has been appointed now and we feel that Acting Chief Ferguson 
should be appointed to the position of Chief. Between now and the time of Acting 
Chief Ferguson's retirement the men would have an opportunity to prepare them- 
selves for any type of examination. 
To sum up, you wil! note that no age limit has been set, therefore why should any man 
be asked to write if he is debarred before he writes 

As previously stated, one subject that members are asked to write on is the building 

code and the Commissioners admit that only two copies are in existence 

It must also be noted that the Fire Fighters Association have endeavoured to get a 

training school within the Department whereby any member would have to pass tests 

before he received his different grades as a fireman. We know of no fire department 

where men are asked to write examinations on any subject unless they have first re- 

ceived instruction on the subject to be written. The only subject on which we are ex- 

amined at present is first aid as that is the only subject on which we are regularly 
instructed 

City is determined that the Chief must be under forty-five years of age we have 

eight men in the department with ten years’ service who would qualify and in the 

any man at present over twenty-five years of age would have nothing whatever 

ye for in the Service for he would be past forty-five by the time the Chief had 


y of our Citizens will remember that the Fire Department went on strike in 1918 
r the very principle of keeping promotions within the department providing we had 
qualified to fill the position, and many other Civic employees have receved their 
from the principle established at that time. We still maintain that we have 
the material on the Department who can fill the bill 
For some years now we have given our pledge that we will not strike and, no matter 
what the outcome of this dispute we shadi stand by our pledge. The citizens will receive 
the best and most efficient service we can give 
It is our desire that we will give the citizens of Edmonton the very best protection we 
cen with the tools we have, but we can assure you that whilst the City is now making 
an effort to boost up the Service with new equipment and manpower we still have some 
very deplorable conditions, Take the South Side, for example, with a population almost 
as large as Saskatoon we have two pieces of apparatus and an average of eleven men 
on duty at all times, while Saskatoon has three stations, about, eight pieces of apparatus 
and thirty men on duty at all times. In case of a fire on the South Side apparatus is 
sent from headquarters put we have no need to point out the trouble they have to cross 
the river, especially at rush hours, and, as you know fires start at amy old time and not 
just as required. Then, in the North End, you have one piece of apparatus with three 
and sometimes four men on duty. This station is surrounded by packing plants, elevators 
and the Stockyards, so you can see why we desire some improvement
